find packed with each set of Balances. Take any sharp instrument 
and mark through the paper at points indicated, which give a guide to 
work by. Bore end holes depth of Face-plate. 

The other holes can be bored deep enough to admit the Drum of the 
Balance. Finish the mortise with a chisel so Face-plate of Balance will 
set flush with jamb. The dotted lines indicate the part to be cut away 
with chisel. 

One of our Balances can be applied in one-half the time required to 
set one of any other make, and thus saves both time and labor.

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The Balance should be placed in the frame in the same position as an ordinary cord ~ 
pulley, as shown in Fig. 4. Be sure to cut the opening for Balance large enough to 
prevent any binding on the side or rear. Cut out mortise in sash for round-head screw, 
sufficiently deep that screw and loop of suspending band will not rub against the frame, 
(Fig. 3) then attach loop on end of supending band to the round-head screw in sash, 
Do not twist the band while fitting. Screw the Balance in frame after fitting it 
perfectly, then draw down the tape as shown in Fig. 2, and hold with one hand, 
attaching loop on the end of suspending band to the round-head serew in sash, with 
the other hand. Put one side of sash in frame, (Fig. 1) and draw down tape as above 
directed, placing sash properly in frame. Do not allow painters to put any paint or 
varnish on tape or suspending bands. See page 3 for size of mortise to be cut for different 
weights of sash.
